~~" A sorioia di Moulty in the way of having a gold 
or silver Government ourrenoy in China, (says 
acontributer to the Foochow: Herald) is found 
in the aptitude-of the people for counterfeiting. 
This is shown by the large proportion of small 
cash that ore in common nso, and by tho fraquoncy 
which bud dollars are met with. Brt per- 
haps fow aro aware of the extent to which the 
mannfaoture of counterfeit dollars is curried on, 
and one or two illuetrations may ba,of internst. 
The writer hes known o mag near one of the 
mission chapels within the city, who for tha past 
ears- has supported. quite—a-family,by 
making false dollare, His business is wel] known | 
to his neighbours. He destroys genuine dollars 
by removing the silver and filling in the inside 
with base material, and then passes them off for 
genuine dolisrs around Foochow, or sells thont to 
bo taken into the conutry whers the people are 
less skilful in detecting bad dollars than they 
are here, : . 
' But the people in tho country now seam tw bo 
fally able to compete with Fooohow maanafac. 
turers in: this lio tals, The Rey. J, E. 
Walker, of Shnuwn,-in giving incidonta of his 
late-journey’ to that plaos, gives an illustration 
of the, oxtent to which this business is carried 
on in that. region; .
